From daybreak the streets were 
patrolled by cavalry and gendarmes, 
while heavy bodies of troops were 
held in readiness in the barracks at 
Miramar Palace, where the queen 
mother and the royal children are in 
| residence, 

The greatest incident oceured last 
evening when groups of clericals as- 


sembled, shouting: 
“Death to Spadn—long live the 
Pope!” 


Thousands of indignant people rush. 
ed towards the mantfestants and only 
the personal intervention of the gov: 
ernor, at the head of a platoon of po 
lice, prevented an attack, Nearly one 
hundred and fifty arrests were made 

Many amusing scenes were witness: 
ed. Priests leading trudging bands 
of peasants took to their heels when 
they found the oity in the hands ot 
the military. The peasants, all their 
courage gone, were disarmed and*ea- 
sily persuaded to return to thetr 
homes.

BLEED THROUGH 
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‘DEATH ANO RUIN 
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FROM FOREST FIRE 


‘Steady March of Flames De- 


vastating Many States. 
SEVERAL LIVES ARE LOST 


Situation In the Fire Swept Region ta 
Growing Worse Despite the Efforts 
to Check Spread of the Flamee— 
Loss of Many Millions, 


Mercilessly and relentlessly the fore 
est fires in western Montana and Ida. 
ho are sweeping over a vast area, 
driving hundreds of fugitives before 
them, destroying small setttementa 
and wiping out of existence milllona 
of dollars” worth of property. 

It is reported that about half the 
town of Wallace, Idaho, has boom ~ 
wiped out and the town practically 
cut eff from the outside world, 

The situation ia the fire zone may, 
be summarized as follows: 

Thirteen lives lost; property losq 
$1,000,000; fire still threatening, 

Elsewhere in the fire zone, the situ. 
ation has gone from bad to worse, 
The most serious incident is reported 
from the St, Coe country, where 180 
men engaged tn the forestry service 
are missing and !t is feared they have 
been burned to death, 

When the fire approached the camp 
where there were 200 men, two of the 
fighters took a horse and riding the 
animal to death, rode from the camp 
and ordered a rescue party which pene 
etrated the fire to Bird creek, 

HKighteen of the men were found in 
the water, where they had gone for 
safety and they were unharmd. 

From the remaining 180 men no 
word has been received, A _ relief 
train, well equipped with pack ani. 
mals has been ordered, carrying pro- 
visions and hospital supplies, and will 
endeavor to get through the fire, 


SOCIALISTS HAME CANDIDATE, 


Seth McCallen, Gj f Nashville, ‘Noml» 
nated for Governor of Tennessee; 
The Socialists’ state convention 

held in this city nominated Seth Me» 
Callen, of Nashville, as the Socialist 
candidate for governor, The convens 
tion also adopted a platform in which 
it is declared that “the Socialist 
party stands for the interest of the 
working classes, the wage earners, 
the farmers, the producers. This 
class makes up over three-fourths of 
our population,” 

The platform disousses the question 
of unemployment, the high cost of lv. 
ing, conservation of natural resources, 
education, temperance and the farms 
ing class. It invites ‘all progressive 
people who are in sympathy with the 
just cause of labor’ to cast thelr 
votes for the Socialist candidate, 
Referring to temperance the platform 
says: “The question has unnecessas 
rily caused the most bitter factiona} 
fight ever known in the state,” and it 
further declares that “the Snctalist 
party would have avoided all this by 
furnishing useful, productive employs 
ment to every saloon-keeper and the 
saloon business would have died a 
natural death,”
